No- PN(Austria Licensing)/3 of 1968.—The scheme relates to the export 
of all varieties of mill Inade cotton textiles including cotton yarn from India to 
Austria during the licensing year 1st October 1968 to 30th September 1909. 

2. Exports will be allowed from any port In India. 

3. Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of the quota certificate Issued by 
the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, on presentation of the 
firm contract by the exporter. 

4. For the purposes of exports and Issuances of quotas/licences, Cotton Textiles 
have been divided into the following three categories: 

CATEGORY I—Grey goods. 

CATEGORY II—Terry Towels and Towelling, and 
CATEGORY HI—Cotton Yarn, Finished Fabrics, Miscellaneous. 
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5, Such imports into Austria will be admitted by the competent Austrian aut¬ 
hority only on presentation of the Green Certificate issued by the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, on the basis of which tho Austrian 
authorities would issue an import licence.
